METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The ‘‘Methods of Instruction’? named in the following Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 

I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing 
are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the prin- 
cipal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the com- 
prehension and use of written language. The degrce of relative 
importance given to these three means varies in different schools; but 
is a difference only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 

II. The Manual Alphabet Method.—The manual alphabet and writ- 
ing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the 
comprehension and use of written language. Speech and spcech- 
reading are taught to all of the pupils in the schools recorded as 
following this method. 

III. The Orat Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in speech 
and speech-reading, as well-as mental development and written lan- 
guage, is aimed at, There is a difference in different schools in the 
extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed in the early part of 
the course, and also in the prominence given to writing as an auxiliary 
to speech and speech-reading in the course of instruction; bu‘, they are 
differences only in degree, and the end aimed at is the same in all. 
In most of the Oral schools, and with some of the pupils in some of the 
Combined-System schools, as reported in the following Tabular State- 
ment, the manual alphabet and sign language are never used by- any 
employee of the school. 

IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is util- 
ized and developed to the greatcst possible extent and, with or without 
the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried on chiefly 
thrcagh the use of speech and hearing, together with writing. The 
aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard-of-hearinz speak- 
ing people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded 
as very important, but mental development and the acquisition of lan- 
guage are regarded as still more important. It it believed that in 
some cases mental development and the acquisition of language can 
be best promoted by the Manual or the Manual Alphabet method and, 
so far as circumstances permit, such method is chosen for each pupil 
as seems best adapted for his individual case. Speech and speech- 
reading. are taught where the measure of success seems likely to justify 
the labor expended, and in some of the classrooms of most of the 
a schools the Oral or the Auricular method is strictly

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AMONG THE TRADES 


During the adolescent period of every child there 
are two things of great importance that must be 
acquired in school. One of these things is the study 
habit and the other is a trade upon which a life of 
success may be erected. When a pupil has laid a 
foundation with this preparation, life can never re- 
sult in great failure, no matter what may happen. 

It goes without saying that those who instruct in 
the trade departments should know their business 
and know it well. They should not only be able to 
teach the trade, but be so thoroughly up to date and 
informed in the line of goods used in that particular 
department that they could take each article used, 
beginning when each piece of goods enters the first 
stage of manufacturing, and explain the different 
processes it passes through until it is a finished pro- 
duct. The shoemaker is a good example. He should 
know where most of the hides come from that are 
used in the shop, the process the hides have to under- 
go before they are fit for his use, why some leather 
is black, some red, some brown, of what the thread 
used in the work is made, where the bristles come 
from, of what the wax is made, and the name of all 
the tools needed in the work. If a class when it 
finishes the trade does not have a fair knowledge of 
all these things, then it is in some degree the fault 
of the instructor and not entirely the fault of the 
class in failing to comprehend. 
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The same idea should be carried out in the tailor 
shop. Pupils should be taught where the material 
grows from which the cloth is made, and the process 
it has to go through before it is suitable to be used 
in the shop. They should also be taught the grade 
of goods, whether poor, good or excellent, how the 
goods are colored and whether the coloring is good 
and lasting or whether it is of no account. 

The same thought should be carried out in all of 
our departments of industry. There should be no 
lack of effort in the classrooms to enlighten pupils 
on all phases of the work. Merely showing a pupil 
may be alright part of the time, but not all of the 
time. Short talks should frequently be given on the 
whys and wherefores so as thoroughly to familiar- 
ize the pupils with the materials used. 

A trade well learned will be an asset and in many 
iustances a stepping stone to higher and better 
things as the hill to success is being climbed. 

It was a law among the Jews that boys had to 
learn a trade. This was a good law and it would be 
well if that law were in force to-day. Many of our 
great men began life by following an humble trade. 
Saul of Tarsus was a tentmaker. The disciple Peter 
was a fisherman. Grant was a tanner. Lee was a 
surveyor. There could be recounted from history 
numerous instances where a trade proved a boon to 
the one having learned it even though his main work 
in life was of an entirely different character. Give us 
men and women who have come up from the humble 
walks of life to manage the affairs of our country, 
aiming at efficiency, hard work, and honor. 
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We should have a training department in the 
trades division of our school to test, to try out, to 
study the pupil, so he may be placed in the right 
little niche, thus saving several years of valuable 
time to the pupil who tries to place himself. This 
would stop the shifting about, and would be of bene- 
fit to the pupil as well as the school. This depart- 
ment should be presided over by someone who has 
such a keen insight into human nature that he will 
be able to determine for what a child is fitted be- 
fore the child is aware of that himself. By this we 
may be able to stop much waste of time. This will 
necessitate the employment of an efficient instructor, 
one who thoroughly understands his business and 
hasa thorough knowledge of boys. Many of us passed 
through many a bewildering difficulty in the past 
trying to find our little niche. How much better and 
easier it would have been if we could have been 
directed in the right direction while we were young. 

As a rule parents should not be listened to when 
it comes to choosing the occupation of the child, for 
it is usually a mere matter of choice on the part of 
the parent, the child having no option in the matter. 
The child may have no natural ability along the 
line laid out by the parent and if forced to continue 
in the trade selected for him, a dreadful failure of 
the purpose which was in mind when the plan of 
life was forced upon the child is the result. There- 
fore, the mind of the child should be studied by a 
competent person and that hidden power which may 
prove a success in the line suggested should by 
proper instruction be developed and brought out. 
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An activity that should without fail find a place 
in our curriculum is a course of scientific farming. 
Not so long ago there was a time when it was esti- 
mated that seventy-five per cent of the deaf boys re- 
turned to the farm after their school days were over, 
but at the present time we fear a much smaller per 
cent than that return to the soil when they sever 
their connection with us. The skyscrapers, the glit- 
ter of paved streets, and the hum of the automobile 
have enticed many to the city where they expect to 
become rich. We claim that it would not be so 
with our boys if they were given the proper instruc- 
tion in the cultivation of the soil. 

Dairying is another part of the wonderful outdoor 
life which naturally belongs to and goes with the 
method of scientific farming. This phase of farming 
has grown to wonderful proportions in the last 
twenty-five years. Close to dairying come cattle 
judging, which is very important in this line of 
work, the care of milk, the testing for butterfat and 
various other lines that might be grouped under 
this head and which might give some of our pupils 
a brighter view of life on the farm. When these ad- 
vantages are given to our children, then the schools 
for the deaf of this country will turn out a product 
of greater efficiency and of better value. 

We believe that after pupils have passed the test- 
ing stage and have been placed in their rightful 
sphere, they should be classified according to their 
ability to do work, the beginners classed to them- 
selves, then those more advanced, and so on through- 
out the shops. The separation should be distinct 
and complete with no intermingling while classes 
are in session. 
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Each child should be given the opportunity to do 
all kinds of work done in his department even though 
some of the state’s precious material should be 
wasted. We entered a shop once upon a time and 
asked the teacher in charge if he ever let his pupils 
cut and fit. The reply was that that that would never 
do, for they would surely make mistakes and then 
the goods would be wasted. How are our pupils go- 
ing to learn if it is not at the expense of some cor- 
poration, state, or individual? They must be given a 
chance even if it does cost a pair of shoe soles, a piece 
of cloth in the tailor shop, a yard of linen in the sew- 
ing room, a ten-dollar hat in the millinery depart- 
ment, a few fifty-five cent eggs, a cup of sugar and a 
pound of baking powder in the domestic-science 
class or a galley of type in the print shop. If a 
pupil in any one of these departments is earnestly 
seeking for knowledge, it is to the instructor’s 
credit as well as for the pupil’s good to waste some 
of the precious material occasionally. If the in- 
structor in cabinetmaking were to refuse to allow a 
boy the use of the saw because he did not saw to the 
line, it would blight that boy’s life so far as that 
trade was concerned. 

Too many of our instructors fall far short of the 
great object which they are supposed to achieve, 
that of fitting boys and girls to become self-sup- 
porting men and women of the morrow. We must 
have big ideas, big souls, big hearts, and an 
abounding love for building the future of our 
pupils, then if success does not crown our efforts, 
and we have been unable to open up the future to 
them so they may be able to see out and beyond the 
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present, then our skirts are clear. In using the 
pronoun our, it is not just applicable to our 
school, but to all the schools in this good country 
of ours. If the dollar, or rather the pay check, looks 
so big to us that we cannot see beyond it, there is 
little hope left for us to accomplish that great pur- 
pose for which our stakes were set when we entered 
this great deaf world to build useful men and women 
for to-morrow.

Miss Whildin, who is a graduate of the Normal Department 
of Gallaudet College and a post-graduate student of the 
New England School for Speech-Reading, has started work 
among hard-of-hearing children, in addition to supervising 
the day-school in Baltimore. 


Central New York Institution—The increase in the num- 
ber of new pupils for the fall term made it necessary to 
form an additional class, and Miss Myrtle Viccaro, of Mer- 
rimac Port, Mass., has been engaged as teacher of this 
class. 

The Rome Alumni Association is planning to celebrate 
next June the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the 
school. 
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Cincinnati Oral School.—During the last summer this 
school, of which Miss Virginia A. Osborn is principal, was 
moved from its former downtown location to a building 
on a beautiful site at Walnut Hills, 3043 Gilbert Avenue. 
Although the new home of the school, formerly a private 
residence, has been thoroughly renovated, it is expected 
that the new building program for Cincinnati schools will 
provide for another building better adapted to school needs. 


Des Moines Day-School.—Miss Lillian M. Roney, for 
four years head teacher in this school, resigned to accept 
a position in the Los Angeles Day-School. Mrs. Myrtle 
L. Henderson succeeds her as head teacher, and Miss 
Sophia K. Aleorn, known for her work with the deaf-blind, 
has accepted a position in the school and has charge of 


the preparatory work. 


Gallaudet. College—The following regulations govern- 
ing post-graduate study have been adopted by the faculty: 


Graduates of the college may, upon application, be accepted as 
non-resident candidates for the degree of Master of Arts in course. 
Acceptance of a candidate implies that the student possesses the 
ability to pursue with profit the work he undertakes. Acceptance is 
based in part upon record of scholarship while in attendance at the 
college as an undergraduate student. 

A eandidate shall pursue a designated course of study for a period 
of at least three years. 

The required work may be limited to one subject, or it may em- 
brace one major subject and one or two minor subjects. When more 
than one subject is chosen, one subject shall be in the department 
of English. 

The professor in charge of the major subject must be consulted 
in the selection of minor subjects. 

In order to obtain the degree, the candidate must satisfy the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

1. He shall submit a report on assigned work to the committee on 
graduate degrees at the end of each school term. 
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2. He shall prepare a satisfactory essay upon a subject approved 
by the professor in charge of the major subject. This essay must 
be completed and submitted to the committee on graduate degrees 
at least four weeks prior to the close of the student’s last year of 
study. The essay will be examined by the committee and by the 
professor in charge of the major subject who will present a report 
thereon to the faculty. 

3. He shall pass an examination in his major subject. 

If the report on the essay is favorable and is accepted by the 
faculty, the candidate will then be notified as to date and place of 
examination. 

Applications for this non-resident course of study shall be made 
to the faculty at the opening of the school year and prior to October 
first. 

The fees for the course shall be as' follows: Registration fee, $5; 
annual tuition fee, payable in advance, $30; diploma fee, $5. 

The following subjects are offered for the choice of candidates: 


English Latin Education 
Psychology History French 
Physics Literature Sociology 


Indiana School.—After competent and faithful service 
three members of the teaching force retired on pension: 
Miss Evelyn Heizer, who for 25 years was principal of the 
school; Miss Ida Westfall, an excellent teacher of small 
children; and Miss Mary Corwin, for years the teacher 
of art. 

Miss Mildred Lloyd, who taught in this school for a num 
ber of years, accepted a position in the Kansas City (Mo.) 
Day-School. Miss Lena Estridge and Miss Ethel Estridge, 
who completed the course of training in the school, are now 
teaching in the Florida School. Miss Rose Lynn was mar- 
ried last year and retired before the close of the school 
year. 


Kenitucky School—Miss Lucy Bowman, of Danville, 
Ky., and for several years a teacher in the Western Penn- 
sylvania School, has been appointed teacher in the oral 
department. 
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Michigan School.—The contract for the construction of 
the new $75,000 gymnasium has been awarded to a firm in 
Flint, and work on it has been started. It will be located 
near the Athletic Field. 

The Michigan State Institute Commission recently 
authorized the purchase of a new intertype machine for 
the schoo] printing shop. 


Mississippi School.—A new and larger water line, which 
furnishes an ample supply of water under good pressure, 
has been laid from the main building to the building for 
colored children. An electric burner of modern type has 
replaced the gasoline burner to the Model 14 linotype ma- 
chine. Three new, steam-jacketed, aluminum kettles have 
been ordered to replace the old unsanitary iron kettles 
in the kitchen. The order also includes a number of 
aluminum utensils. 

Three members of last year’s faculty did not return: 
Mrs. Etta Ryals accepted a position in the Arkansas School 
to be near her home, Miss Marion Harmon went to the 
Western Pennsylvania School for a similar reason, and 
Miss Emma Dobbins will not teach this year. To fill these 
vacancies the following teachers were appointed: Miss 
Willie B. Curtis, of Utica, Miss.; Miss Mary D. Cason, of 
Huntington, W. Va., who has had a number of years of 
experience; and Miss Verde Lott, a graduate of the Normal 
Department of Gallaudet College last year Miss Fannie 
E. Thompson, from the Maine School, has been appointed 
supervising teacher of the oral department. Mr. George 
C. Harms, formerly of the Oklahoma School, is now in 
charge of the manual training department. 


Mystic School.—The new dormitory for which the last 
legislature appropriated $125,000 is nearing completion. 

At the close of the last school year Miss Adalea Skinner 
resigned to accept a position in the Iowa School, Miss 
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Barbara Macdonald to be married, and Miss Sarah Logee 
to teach in the Minnesota School. Miss Margery Whipple, 
Miss Dorothy Maxson, and Miss Fannie Warner were ap- 
pointed to take their places. 


Nebraska School.—New teachers this term are Miss Ruth 
E. Case, from Kansas; Miss Esther Krallman, from Illinois, 
and Miss Katherine Wilmot, from Kentucky. They take 
the place of the following teachers who resigned; Miss 
Lucille Orndorfi, Miss Lettie Ws McKinney, and Mr. J. 
S. Robinson. Mr. John Scheneman who was graduated 
from the school in 1922 and who attended Gallaudet College 
last year, has taken charge of the manual training depart- 
ment. 


New York Institution—The changes in the staff of in- 
struction have been as follows: Miss Dora I. Gay and Miss 
Kate A. Currier have become beneficiaries of the state re- 
tirement fund for teachers of the deaf. Mrs. Marie N. 
Cormack and Miss Elizabeth Watrous retired to accept 
positions in other schools. 

The places made vacant by these retirements have been 
filled by the return of Miss Sarah E. Scofield, Miss Alice 
M. Teegarden, and Mr. Edmisten W. Iles, and one new 
addition to the staff, Miss Katherine S. Dean, who received 
her training in the Normal Class of the Lexington Avenue 
School 


North Carolina School_—The new gymnasium, with gym- 
nasium proper, swimming pool, bowling alley, lockers, 
showers, etc., was opened in September with Miss Inez 
Boynton, a graduate of the Sargent School for Physical 
Edueation, in charge. 

Practically the entire interior of Goodwin Hall, the pri- 
mary building, was done over during the past summer. 
Recitation Hall, the intermediate and advanced school 
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building, is now being thoroughly repaired and repainted 
inside. A reading room has been fitted up in Recitation 
Hall where all books for supplementary and required read- 
ing are classified according to grades. Reading classes 
recite here under the supervision of Miss Annie McD. 
Ervin, assistant principal of the intermediate and advanced 
departments. 

A revised course of study prepared by the faculty of 
1923-1924, and printed by last year’s senior class, was 
issued to the teachers at the beginning of the present school 
year. 

Miss Sarah E. Lewis, a former teacher in this school 
and an alumnus of the Normal Department of Clarke 
School, has been appointed supervising teacher of the pri- 
mary department. 


Parker Practice Day-School.—Miss Julia Dougherty and 
Mrs. Marguerite Keefer are new members of the school 
faculty this year. They fill the vacancies caused by the 
resignation of Mrs. Josephine Weithers and the transfer 
of Miss Elna Engstrand to the Beidler School. 

Five deaf girls, 15 and 16 years of age, were graduated 
from the eighth grade last June. All of them entered 
high school in September; their reports for the first five 
weeks were ‘‘Satisfactory.’’ 

The deaf and hard-of-hearing children in the Parker 
High School have a period of speech-reading every day 
which is credited toward graduation. The class is in charge 
of Miss Annah 8. Taylor, who was formerly the eighth- 
grade teacher in the Parker Practice Day-School. Any 
deaf or hard-of-hearing pupil in a Chicago high school is 
eligible to enroll in the class. This special class makes it 
possible for those deaf children who have been trained in 
speech-reading to obtain the practice necessary to keep up 
their skill, at the same time making it possible for those 
recently deafened to go on with their regular class work. 
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Rhode Island Institute—The halls, center stairway 
main building, and the reception room and executive office 
were refinished during the past vacation. The girls’ and 
boys’ study halls, club rooms and play rooms were painted 
and new draperies put up, greatly adding to their cheer- 
fulness and comfort. 


Virginia School.—Miss Edith Fitzgerald has been made 
assistant to the principal of the department for the deaf 
and has been placed in charge of the manual classes as 
supervising teacher. Miss Fitzgerald is now working on 
some new problems for the teaching of manual pupils with 
the most excellent results, especially in the matter of 
language. 

A number of improvements about the school buildings 
were made during the summer vacation period. Montague 
Hall and Tyler Hall were completely refinished, the work 
necessitating a great deal of replastering and repainting. 
The most important improvement, however, was the instal- 
lation of five of the most improved type, inclosed spiral fire 
escapes, which have been built at a cost of about $6,000. 
These escapes have been so placed that all the dormitories 
can be emptied in about three minutes, following a given 
signal. The escapes are so constructed as to forestall all 
danger of accident. Set upon concrete bases, detached 
from the building itself, each escape is so planned that it 
will stand even if the wall of the building should collapse. 
After entering the escape, the children would be completely 
protected from smoke or flame by self-acting spring doors. 
Entrance from the dormitories is made through doors with 
panic locks. 


Wright Oral School.—The school opened its thirty-first 
session on October 7, 1924, with every place taken. The 
pupils this year come from 18 different states and provinces. 

The following changes were made in the teaching staff: 
Miss Harris resigned in June to return to Honolulu and 
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Miss C. Burns and Miss Crankshaw to teach elsewhere. 
New members of the teaching corps are: Mr. N. J. Harben, 
formerly teacher in Athens High School, Georgia; Miss 
Nita Saunders, formerly principal of the day-school at La 
Crosse, Wis.; Miss Margaret Husson, formerly assistant 
professor of Romance languages in the University of Kan- 
sas; Miss Elizabeth Metcalf, of Pineville, Ky., and Miss 
Georgianna Gordon, of the Home School at Kensing- 
ton, Md. 
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Progress of the Survey—Decided headway has been 
made in the survey of American schools for the deaf now 
being conducted under the auspices of the National Re- 
search Council. The visit of the field agents during the 
second week in December to the last of the schools in the 
northeastern sector of the country as contemplated in the 
plans of the survey for the fall term marked the completion 
of the first phase of the investigation. During this period, 
17 schools were visited as follows:

At every 
school visited, the authorities have manifested a desire to 
cooperate fully, placing at the disposal of the examiners 
every facility that would tend to make the study a thorough 
one. This has made possible a comprehensive inquiry into 
every phase of school activity and the gathering of data 
of great scientific value.

The following expression by Superintendent A. C. Man- 
ning, of the Western Pennsylvania School, in the Western 
Pennsylvanian for December 18, 1924, summarizes the 
nature of the examination conducted by the field agents in 
each school: 

For us their visit was a very busy time. They kept us on the 
job, supplying them with information of almost every conceivable 
sort. Their questionnaires were elaborate and required an enormous 
amount of work. Their varied tests of our pupils required a great 


deal of assistance. Their inspection of the plant was thorough and 
complete. 


During the second part of the survey, to be carried on 
in the winter period, it is intended to make a study 
of a number of typical schools in the southern and mid- 
western sections. 


Supt. E. 8. Tillinghast’s Survey of the Gallaudet 
School._—Recently, at the request of the Board of Educa- 
tion of the city of St. Louis, Mr. E. 8. Tillinghast, Superin- 
tendent of the Missouri School, conducted an investigation 
into conditions existing at the Gallaudet School, the day- 
school for deaf children in that city. The results of 
Supt. Tillinghast’s observations are recorded in the 
Public School Messenger for January, 1925, the official 
publication of the St. Louis Department of Instruction. 
In his report Mr. Tillinghast enters into a detailed analy- 
sis of the work of the school, probing into such matters as 
the fundamental principles underlying the education of 
deaf children, the morale of the school population, the 
lack or inadequacy of manual and vocational training, over- 
crowding of classes, irregular attendance at school, school 
organization and supervision, records and data as to pupils, 
qualifications of teachers, educational results, methods of 
instruction, results of a questionnaire addressed to heads 
of other schools for the deaf, the need—for the present at 
least— of maintaining effiiciently a manual department in 
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the interest of those children who are hopelessly unsuc- 
cessful oral pupils, and future development and new build- 
ing. 

Mr. Tillinghast’s report indicates a clear-cut, fair- 
minded treatment of a perplexing problem that confronts 
not only the particular school under examination but also 
a great many other schools in this country, namely that of 
bringing within the bounds of compatibility two diverse, 
and in part antagonistic, methods of educating deaf chil- 
dren. This consideration imparts to his report a signifi- 
cance that will appeal to all educators of the deaf. The 
summary of conclusions which he reached and the recom- 
mendations he proposes are here reproduced: 


1. The mixing or combining of oral and manual methods, along 
the lines followed at Gallaudet before the establishment of the Annex, 
is not of a type approved by the very great majority of educators 
of the deaf in America. 

2. The total or average educational results actually being attained, 
as disclosed by testing of individual pupils and of classes, does not . 
justify such combination of methods. 

3. Therefore, the establishment of the Annex was a wise and 
vitally essential move for the betterment of the school, and with the 
original school forms a ‘‘combined system’’ that is both logical and 
practical. 

4. The Annex should be under the direction or principalship of a 
thoroughly trained oral teacher, who has a reputation for years of 
exceptionally successful experience in teaching beginning deaf pupils 
both speech and language; and no teacher should be assigned to 
either school who has had less than a full year of special training at 
a nationally recognized school for training teachers of the deaf. 

5. Greater attention should be devoted to acoustic work and rhythm 
work than has been heretofore possible. 

6. The use of the sign language by either teachers or pupils at the 
Annex should be checked, discouraged, and prevented in every legiti- 
mate way, and great caution should be observed in transferring 
pupils, who are expert signers, from the original school to the Annex. 
On the whole, the fewer the better. 

7. At the original Gallaudet School there should be no imaginary 
and convenient dead lines at schoolroom doors, on one side of which 
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it is considered proper to use signs, and on the other not, but every- 
where and all the time signs should be the very last resort for mutual 
understanding. The child who is learning speech should be called 
upon to use his powers of speech to the very utmost, The child 
who is learning language without speech should use English in the 
form of manual spelling to the utmost. The thought should be cease- 
lessly emphasized to pupils, parents, and teachers, that English can 
be learned only by usixfg it, and speech only by practising it, and that 
every golden opportunity for use wasted, means so much added effort 
to overcome the difficulty at some other time or place, or else it means, 
through incessant repeated wastes of this kind, failure ever to make 
up the loss, or ever to attain the goal of intelligible speech, or a 
sufficient knowledge of word language to form the basis of a fair 
education. 

8. Pupils should not be admitted and assigned to the manual class 
who beyond a question of doubt are feeble-minded, and who, if pos- 
sessed of hearing, would not be admitted to a public school. 

9. The manual class is not accomplishing what it should on account 
of overcrowding, too great a range of grades, age, and types of 
mentality, too great a waste of class time while the teacher is doing 
individual work, too much signing and too little manual spelling, 
and the impossibility of properly planning and systematizing the 
work each day for such a varied combination of pupils. More teach- 
ers and improvement in the oral work should greatly relieve the 
present excessive pressure upon this class. 

10. In no ordinary case should a child be transferred from an 
oral to the manual class with less than three or four years’ trial under 
reasonably favorable conditions, Then such a transfer should be 
complete and final. Aside from the teaching of speech and speech- 
readinz, the same standards of sound pedagogy and procedure in 
language teaching found to be most effective in the oral classes, 
should be required and applied in the manual class. 

11. The matter of irregular attendance should receive most careful 
attention. In cases where, because of distance from the school, or 
other conditions difficult to overcome, attendance is persistently and 
disastrously irregular, it might be wise to urge that the child be 
sent to the state school, until the conditions can be bettered. 

12. The average size of enrolled classes should not exceed nine 
pupils to the teacher, and most especially where there are two or 
more grades in a class. 

13. The problem of supplying suitable and ample facilities for 
thorough prevocational and vocational training is as yet unsolved 
and is of most vital importance to the school. Possibly part time 
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teachers might be employed to strengthen the prevocational work. 
Vocational training can be undertaken only in codperation with other 
city schools or with the state school, and the possibilities along these 
lines should be most carefully studied to provide the best possible 
advantages for the older deaf boys and girls. 

14, Close range authoritative and responsible supervision by a com- 
petent principal is absolutely vital to the success of the school. 

15. In the interests of harmony and of the hearty codperation of 
patrons and teachers, and for the consistent uniform application of 
a@ sound progressive policy of development, it would be highly de- 
sirable to have but one responsible principal for both the Gallaudet 
School and the Annex, with perhaps an assistant head teacher at the 
Annex. 

16. To succeed educationally such a principal must be a strong 
believer in progressive oral methods, such as are endorsed by the 
very great majority of educators of the deaf in this country. Espe- 
cially under the peculiar conditions existing at Gallaudet, she should 
also be thoroughly conversant with manual methods and have had 
long and intimate experience with the peculiar problems and dif- 
ficulties and points of view of the deaf, both in the elementary 
school and as adults. 

Given a competent and responsible head, and given adequate sup- 
port in overcoming the manifest deficiencies of the past, the Gallaudet 
School should become easily one of the most progressive and success- 
ful schools of its kind in the country, cf which its teachers, its 
pupils, and its patrons may be justly proud. 


European Tour for Teachers of the Deaf.—The occasion 
of the international conference on the education of the deaf 
to convene in London July 20 to 25, 1925, affords an excel- 
lent opportunity for American teachers to enjoy the bene- 
fits of extensive travel. So that professional interest may 
be combined with pleasure it is planned to organize special 
tours that will include visits to some of the leading Euro- 
pean institutions for the education of deaf children and 
at the same time permit journeys through Scotland, Eng- 
land, Holland, Belgium and France. Such a tour is being 
organized under the leadership of Dr. O. M. Pittenger, 
superintendent of the Indiana School, from whom full 
particulars may be obtained on application. 
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Mrs. Irene B. Young, secretary of the Society of Progres- 
sive Oral Advocates, has the following announcement to 
make concerning another organized tour. 

The Society of Progressive Oral Advocates will arrange for those 
teachers desiring to attend in a party the International Conference 
of teachers of the deaf in London, round-trip ocean transportation, 
one week in London and vicinity, and a brief tour through northern 
France, Belgium, and Holland, all expenses not to exceed $500. 

Transportation probably will be arranged in third-class on the 
Leviathan, or at a slight additional cost by mono-class boats from 
Montreal. These accommodations are greatly favored by students 
and teachers taking trips to Europe in vacation time, and both 
accommodations and meals are satisfactory. This is an important 
feature for the teacher living in the Middle West, West, or South, 
who must consider railroad fare to the point of departure, and this 
trip has been planned especially with her convenience in mind.

New Schools—Our tabular statement this year lists 162 
schools for the deaf in the United States as against 158 
for the previous year, with a total of 15,463 pupils enrolled 
October 20, 1924, whereas the number on the same date, 
1923, was 14,936. Although 2 day-schools were discontinued 
during the past year—at Syracuse, N. Y., and Marshfield, 
Wis.—5 new ones have been established. These include one 
in Lynn, Mass., of which Mrs. Blanche Me. Baker, formerly 
of the Horace Mann School, is head teacher, with 13 pupils; 
the one in Findlay, Ohio, where Mrs. Leola A. Pierce, an 
experienced teacher, is in charge with 10 pupils; and 3 
organized in the city of Philadelphia with a total enroll- 
ment of 99 children, under the supervision of Mrs. §, F. 
Davis, who formerly taught in the Mt. Airy School. A 
new private school has been opened, in San Francisco, by 
Miss Lilla B. MeKenzie, with 10 pupils. Miss McKenzie 
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is well known for her successful work in acoustic training 
at the Central Institute. 


Left-handedness and Stuttering.—According to a report 
in the Philadelphia Public Ledger, December 8, 1924, con- 
cerning investigations conducted at the Siemens Works, 
manufacturers of electrical apparatus in Berlin, Germany, 
‘there seems to be a definite relation between left-handed- 
ness and stuttering, it being found that 22.5 per cent of 
the left-handed employes were stutterers, while only 9 per 
cent of the right-handed had this defect.”’ 


Conservation of Hearing.—In an article on ‘‘ Conserve 
Your Hearing,’’ in the November, 1924, issue of Hygeia, 
Dr. Charles W. Richardson, an aurist of national eminence, 
presents an outline of precautionary measures which, if 
faithfully adhered to, would prove an effective agency in 
checking the spread of defective hearing in both children 
and adults. Some of the salient features of this paper are 
expressed in the following paragraphs. 


One of the most important principles to be thought of in conserva- 
tion of the hearing is the maintenance of the physical well-being in 
as nearly a normal state as possible through proper bathing, cloth- 
ing, exercise, rest, sleep, food and avoidance of undue exposure with- 
out proper protection. Most of the acute and many of the chronic 
causes of impairment of the hearing are due to violation of one or 
more of the above suggestions with regard to the maintenance of the 
body in a normal tone. 

When the physical condition is below par we are unduly sus- 
ceptible to infections of the upper air tract, which frequently lead 
to infections of the ears. Although the disaster produced by an 
abscess of the ear is well known, but few realize the fact that an 
acute middle ear catarrh, characterized by slight fulness in the ears, 
stuffiness, and undue resonance of voice, unattended with perceptible 
impairment of the hearing, may be the starting point of changes 
which in a period of a year or more will result in a gradual but 
progressive impairment of the hearing. One such attack may be the 
cause of the permanent impairment; several such are almost certain 
to be the provocative agent. 
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Errors in diet have been proved to have direct influence on the 
lining of the upper air tract, the communicating sinuses, and the 
auditory apparatus. One of the most frequent violations in this 
respect is the overconsumption of sugar. We are becoming a nation 
of excessive sugar consumers, The use of sugar in improper propor- 
tions for food by adults is serious enough, but this habit as practised 
by children is at times attended with alarming results. 

In conservation of the hearing we must give due attention to the 
auditory apparatus of the new born and the infant. There is a pre- 
disposition to inflammation in the middle ear in the tympanic cavity 
in infants on account of retarded development of the tissue con- 
tained therein. On account of this susceptibility of infants to infec- 
tions of the ears, due care should be exercised in carrying out the 
proper hygiene of the nose, throat and ears during the early months 
of infancy. Suppurative (pus producing) inflammation in the mid- 
dle ears of infants is often the starting point of marked impairment 
of the hearing. 

Thorough examination of the ears should be made of all infants 
suffering from repeated attacks of intestinal disturbances, These 
attacks occasionally originate and are maintained through persistent 
mild inflammation of the middle ear. 


Early opening of the drum membrane in all severe types of inflam- 
mation of the middle ear is essential for the conservation of the 
hearing. The less protracted the inflammation and the more quickly 
it is brought to resolution the less likelihood is there of destructive 
changes being wrought within the tympanic cavity, and for the 
passing of the acute inflammation into one or other of the chronic 
changes which result in irremediable and progresive impairment of 
the hearing. It is only within recent years that this procedure has 
been recognized in its important réle as a method for the conserva- 
tion of hearing. In the early days of the writer’s practice as an 
otologist he was able only after prolonged pleading with the patient 
or parents to gain reluctant consent to this operative measure. The 
profession and the public now recognize it as a most expedient mea- 
sure, not only for relieving the immediate pain, but also for cutting 
short the duration of the disease and thereby lessening the dangers 
of impairment of hearing. 

Some physicians are too lax in regard to the too early discharge 
of patients with slight impairment of the hearing, especially in the 
suppurative cases among children. A greater appreciation of the 
importance of a complete restoration of the hearing whenever the 
ears are acutely affected, will result in a marked conservation of 
the hearing.

92 Miscellaneous 


Removal of sources of present or possible infection is essential 
to the conservation of hearing. The most patent sources of infection 
are tonsils, enlarged and diseased adenoids and the communicating 
nasal sinuses. Complete removal of infected tonsils has been a 
source of untold value to the conservation of the hearing. There is 
no question that infected and enlarged tonsils are the direct avenue 
through which many of the diseases of a slow and progressive form, 
which affect the middle and internal ears, are engrafted on the 
conducting and receptive portions of the hearing apparatus. 

The greater care which is now being exercised in the management 
and treatment of the ears in the infectious diseases of childhood, 
both by the specialist in diseases of children and the general practi- 
tioner, is having a beneficent influence on the conservation of the 
hearing. Quick recognition of the onset of ear complications is 
now the rule rather than the exception in these diseases, with the 
result that immediate adoption of proper treatment is being attended 
by good results. 

A searching investigation should be made of commencing impair- 
ment of the hearing for general, as well as local, conditions which 
may be causing and maintaining the infection. Often in uncertain 
eases a Wassermann test will reveal the sources of infection. 

Thoroughly conducted investigations, made here and there of the 
auditory apparatus and the parts near it by competent aurists, have 
demonstrated that a number of children in the public schools have 
more or less impairment of the hearing which is remediable, through 
correction of general conditions, removal of sources of infections, 
and the institution of appropriate local treatment. Some method 
should be adopted, more salutary and efficient than that now in use, 
by which children in the public schools should have their auditory 
capacity tested and proper examination made by competent aurists, 
so that they may be referred to the proper medical expert to relieve 
this existing condition. 
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
